WHERE TO STAY 


A list is enclosed that shows the mo- 
tels and hotels in the Lewiston- 
Auburn area.

We 
have secured a block of rooms at a 
special rate at the Coastline Inn in 
Auburn, and they will hold these at 
those rates until July 6th.

‘scarce if you wait too late. 


HOW TO GET THERE 


Lewiston is on I-495, the Maine Turn- 
pike. Take Exit 13 for Lewiston, then 
follow route signs for US 202 toward 
Augusta. The Function Facility is on 
Main Street, which is US 202 in Lewis- 
ton. You can also take Exit 12 for 
Auburn, then go north and follow 
signs for US 202. Coming in from the 
north through Augusta, you can take 
US 202 toward Lewiston.
